■Etymologia. 

"Ml rhefe differing Names may be eafily accounted for, 
from the Colour mod pfi^dominattt in its Wings. Thus 
Mdtiki f Epigram 58.

i\nd again (Epigr. 71. Lib. XilL^ he makes it give the 
true Derivacion of its own Name;

The Greek Name is compounded of x.'^o^ viz 902- 
vM®^, fjwiceuSf ruber, and TrleQpu, AU^ a Wing, quod Jit 
ruhentitus^ Alis ; v;hich thing in different Words is ex- 
prell as follows, by the fevera! Authors I have confuk- 
ed. Bcllonhs fays 'tis called in French Flambam, not 
only fiom the Date-Colour of its Wings, a Da£}jlorum 
colore, i. C: a Scarlet or light red^ like the Fruit of the 
Palm or Date* Tree called in Greek 9ow|; but alfo from 
the Luitre of the Colour refembling Flame •• or as AUro- 
varjdus ^has it, quod vtlut ignis inflar ejus ruhedo emicet. 
The Words of Gc^ner are, Ego Gallkum nomcn a ruhro ^ 
flammeo rofiri, crurum, pe^mrumque in aliquibus fariihus 
colore inditum-^ffe conjeceritn: aut forte qtmiUm exFlandrsa 
hjeme ^^ Narbonenfis V rovtncia mariHma <volat'^ nam Fhn- 
drum Gdli Flammant appellant : vel i corporis proceritate, 
quale s foicnt ejfeFlandri, ^tWillo^ghbj {h) fays the French 
name it thus 'rather from the flammeous Colour of the 
Wings and Feet, than that it comes in the Winter Time 
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from Ftmiers* For lie believes there was karce ever leeit 
in Flmders a Bird of that kind } fo far are rhey from 
being common rhere, and flying from thence ioro othet 

Countries. (I) Dr. Grew believes it named in Greek from 
the .Scarlet Colour of its Wings; and FUmmem iu 
French for the fame Reafon. Du I-Iamd explains its 
Name Becham by Ardtri-roftrtim^ if^-^fi Bec^Ck^rme) 
t^Mmiam rofimm ejus arMri i^fiar in^-eBitur. 

Genus. 

AH Authors, from Arifi^pkams down to Jldr^vd^-d^f, 
fcav-e accounted the Phmmc^pterm a Bird of the Palmipede 
or web- footed kind; and tho* this iaft named Author 
will not allow it to be fo, yet he is forced to own that 
it is not a true Fippede or digitated Fowl i mm S* mewi* 
bram digits jefkmk qmddmi hdet mdimimum.^Mt his own 
WordSt Dr. Churltm only, among all the later Natural 
Hiftorians, has approved of his Divifion, and according- 
ly ranked the Phmnkopter in the Clafs of Aqmtick Fiffi- 
pedes. But that it is a Water-Fowl all agree ; Ariftopha^ 
ms calls k hifip^j^^ i.-e. pakfim j and Mdrovmdm fays 
of it, Avis ifi aqMM amam : not to mention others- 

I find Authors arc filent as to the diferent Sorts of 
HfisBifd^ only Aldrovawdus gives us two Figures thereof 
that art not alike. 

Locus Natdk* 

This Bird is found in three of the Principal Parts of the 
World, that is. In Afrka, Amerka and Eur§pi. Hi Ms 
dwm (Mfhkf^ Lib» L) calls it 'NmhSop fomni^e^^w, 
a Bird of the Bik ; and the -old Scholiaj} upon J«- 
veml (Sat. xL ver. i59J.aHirmSt that ahumam efi /.f 
Afrkdi and Da Hamel's Words are. Inter ammam^s 
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qm fud mok ccmmmiantur^ Avis ilk ex j^gpi^ alJata ef, 
qudm Feteres d flMmas in Alls ruheas PhcEoicopterum i/>- 
en. John de Lmt i?rltes, -that there is an Abundance of 
them in the Ifland oiCma, as alio at the lOe called i?^^^^, 
i?iiig oil the Coafl of the Pro?iiice of Femzsela m S^atB 
Jmeriia ;. and R^ifm lays the iame ihiog of the IlJaiid- 
of .S^^ D^min^i).

IVilloughhj writes, that in hard Weather in the Winter 
Time, it comes over to the Coall of Provence (and is 
often taken about Martiqtiez, a Sea-Port Town in that 
Country) and inLanguedoc.and is frequently found about 

ntpdier: But wheace it comes aad where it is bred. 
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to me, fays lie, is utiknown. N. B. This Paflage is not 

in the Latin Edition of his Works, but added to the 
Engtifh which was puW.iflied two Years after the 'firft. 
However^ he fays pofitively, that they don't come from 
Flanders, where they are fo fat from being coonnon, as 
fome alledge, that there never was one k^n in that 
Country.

Whether this Bird were known co Ariflctk is a Que* 
flion ,• for all our Writers ot Natural Hiftory agree, that 
the ttcenicGfterm is no where mentioned by Name by 
the Phibfopher ; yet they can hard!y beheve that he 
was ignorant of a Bird fo clearly defer bed by his Con* 
temporary Art ft of hams. Mirum eft, fays Gefmr, htqus 
tarn fulchra ^ tximis Avis mmen ab Ariftotele taceri^ cum 
Arifiophanes^ qui vixit eadem Mate, memimrit, Sed Grd^ 
as etiam raram ejfe ham dvem fMto, 

Bellomm Aiinks ihitArifiotk defcribed this Bird under 
the Name o(Gkttis or Li^gulaca. z$The§dorusGaza tranf- 
lates it.

Ge[ner {ays» cirm lams ^ f dudes viBitat^ and that m 
feeds on PerwinkJes and Fifli.- And hj Dampiers Ac^ 
coiiot we learn, that they delight to keep together in 
Flocks, and feed in Mud and Ponds, or m fuch Places 
where there is not much Water ; that they are very fliy, 
and therefore it is hard to llioot them; that they build 
their Nefts in fliallow Ponds, where there is much Mudj, 
which they fcrape together, making little Hillocks, like 
fmall Iflands, appearing out of the Water, a Foot and 
an half from the Bottom : Tliey make the Foundation of 
thefe Hillocks broad, bringing them up tapering to rha 
Top, where they leave a fmall hollow Pic to lay their 
Eggs in. An^ when they cither lay their Eggs or hatch 
them, they Hand all the while, not on the Hillock, buc 
over k, with their Legs on the Ground in the Water, 
reCting themfelves againft the Hillock, and covering the 
hollow Neft upon it with their Wings •• For their Legs 
are very long, and building thus, as ihey do, upon the 
Ground, they could rieither draw their Legs convenient- 
ly into their Neils^ nor fit down upon them otherwifs 
than by refling their whole Bodies there, to the Prejudice 
of their Eggs or Young, were it not for this admirable 
Contrivance^ which they have by natural Inilind* They 
never lay more than three EggSs and feldom fevver. The 
young ones cannot fly till they are almoft full grown 5 
but will run prodigioufly fad. Thus far Dampien

De Laet obferves, that thefe Birds are fo accuftomcd 
to Salt Water^ that the Indians, when they tame them, 
mix Salt with the freili Water for them; elie they pine 
away and die. And though Ariftophanes fays it is J tw 
i\^^v, or not uied to, be tame ; yet Ga^endus writes, 
that M. Farim^ Prefident of the Parliament at Aix in 
Provence, and a great Friend of H'l Peirefc, ufed to di- 
vert himfelf with feeding them with Bread moiftned 
with Water, wliich they commonly etit in the Night and 
not in the Day Time. The (ame learsied Perfoo obler- 
ved, that tbey could difcern the Approach of cold Wea- 
ther, and would come to the Fire, lo as fometimcs to 
burn their Feet ; and that when one Foot pained them, 
they would go upon the other, ufmg their Bill in Head 
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of tlie burnt Foot ; Thac they flept {kmding upright ofi 
one Foot, with the other drawn up to their Breaft among 
their Feathers s And kflly, that very little Sleep ferved 
their Turn. 

MJuStf 

This beautifol and fcarce Bird was much efteemed by 
the Romans^ and frequently made ofe of in their coftly 
Sacrifices and fumptuous Entertainments. Thus Sf^eto- 
nhis (q) defcribing the exquifite Sacrifices which were 
appointed by the mad Emperor Caligula to be offered 
ro himfelf as a Divinity, fays of them, Ho(l}£ erant 
Fhmnicoperi^ ~ fmoms^ Tetrmne$^ t^umidkd^ Meliagrides^ 
Phajiandf qua gemratim per fingules dies immoUrmtur. 
And the lame Hiftorian relates further (r), that this 
Emperor pidte quam feriret Jacrijicam rtjperfus eft Phm^ 
ntcofteri Jmguim. 

That the Tongue of this Volatile was much com- 
mended, and in great Efteem, for its excellent Taftc and 
moft delicious Relilli, will appear from the following 
Quotations. And lirft we read in Flin'^ {$), that Apcius 
faid the Tongue of this Bird was a delicious and favory 
Bit, fhmnkoperi linguam pMiful ejfe faprk A pi cms do^ 
mit, nepotum omnium altifmus gurges* 

The Poet Martial fays the fame thing in the afore- 
cited Epigram :

And Juvenal (t) in that Satyr where he expofes the ex- 
travagant Luxury and Gluttony of the Rormm, mQn-

VVh:it is related by Gaffe ^dus. in the Life of that learn- 
ed Nobleman Peireshiu^ is no Argument againft tlie ex- 
cellent Rehlh of the Tongue of this Bird - For his Friend 
^4;/^^; who therein feems to contradid the received O- 
pinion, was at that Time juft upon the Recovery from 
a long illncfs; he had no Appetite, loathed all Sorts of 
Meats, and mended but very (lowly; fo that its no 
Wonder if he did not perceive all the Relifh of that nice 
Bit, for which of old it was fo much commended. Be- 
Mqs, his Anfwer is not as to the Tongue, which was 
owned to be much fweeter than that of a Kid, but to the 
Flefli of this Bird, (as will appear from the Original) Kc^- 
gatm [uhinde fuit df (afvre carnis Pha^nicofterL Excefit au^ 
tern mirari fe, cur ilUm Afichs apud Plmium, €^ Imperii &-

Lifter 
Weil obferves, Apicius mfier hk filet de lingm pr^cipm 
(apore: Which is a pretty convincing Proof, that this 
Book de re coquinaria, is only a Collection made by 
fome modern K§man\ the Name of the old Apicius, thac 
great Mafter of the Art of Eating, being only prefixed

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Dmpkr. The Flefli of both young and old is lean 
and black, yec very good Meat, tarting neither fifliy 
nor unfavory: A Diili of Flamingo's Tongues being fit 
for a Prince s Table. They are large, having a large 
Knob of Fat at the Rooti which is, an excellent Bit*

Magnitudd.

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remarkable. The Figure of each Beak is truly Hyper- 
bolical : The upper Jaw is ridged behind, before plain 
or flat, and pointed like a Sword, with the Extremity 
bended a little dov?nwards: Within it hath an Angle 
or lliarp Ridge, which runs all along the Middle^ at 
the Top of the Hyperbole, not above a quarter of an 
Inch high: The lower Beak in the fame Place above 
one Inch high, hollow, and the Margins ilrangely ex« 
pandcd inward, for the Breadth of above a quarter of 
an inch, and fomewhat convexly. They are both fur- 
niilied with black Teeth, as I call them from their Ufe, 
of an unufual Figure, fciL flender, numerous, and pa- 
rallel as in Ivory Combs ; but alfo very fliort, fcarce the 
eighth Part of an fnch deep. An admirable Invention 
of Nature, by the Help of which and of the fliarp Ridge 
above-mentioned 3 this Bird holds his flippery Prey the 
fallen

Structure of the Roftrumh aHedging, however, that there 
can be no Determination of thefe Matters, without fn- 
fpedion into the Mufcles, and the Articulation of the 
Bones. As for the Phmmcoftef^ fays he, it muft needs be 
faid, tiiat the Shape and Bignefs of the upper Beak (which 
here, contrary to what it is in all other Birds that I have 
£mn, is thinner and far lefs than the neither^ fpeaks it 
to be the more fit for Motion, or to make the Appulfe, 
and the neither to receive it.

The whole Fowl is delineated by Gefncr and Aldro- 
va^^duj ; and Dr. Grerv has given us the Figure of the 
Flead and BilJ, as he found ic amongil the Rarities in 
Greflntm-Collegc^ N, B. The Figure of the Pka\nUopter m 
Willoughhji is copyed from the feeond of Aldrcviwdm. 
Gcfmr fays the Phcenkoperus whence his Figure was ta« 
kef?, was Cent to him by Rondelctiiu. Aldrovandm had 
the firft of his Figures from Sardima; and the feeond, 
which he calls Vhcenkopterus alter rofiro lafo, was given 
him by that famous Botanift Carolus Ciuftm t He owns 
that he never faw the Bird himfelf 

In de Rochfortj the Body and Neck of the Flam-mani 
is pretty well delineated; but the legs are not> neither 
is the Bill, nor the Claws.
